b le marine disaster occurred Saturday 
evening off Cape Pal.,:.. 
The Italian 
steamship Sirlo, from Geona, Aug. 2, 
for Barcelona, Calls, Montevideo and 
Buenos Ay res, with ab out 800 persona 
on b oard, was wrecked off Hormigaa 
island. 
Three 
hundred 
emigrants, 
moat of them Italians and Spaniards, 
were drowned. 
The captain of the 
steamer committed suicide. 
The Bishop of San Pedro, Brazil, 
also was lost, and it is reported that 
another b ishop is among the miss­ 
ing. The remainder of the passengers 
and the officers and c rew got away In 
the ship's b oats or were rescued b y 
means of b oats rent to them from the 
shore 
A numb er of fishermen who 
made attempts at rescue were drown 
•d. 
Those rescued from the vessel 
are row at ( ape Palos in a pitiab le 
condition, b eing without food or cloth­ 
ing 
The Sirlo struck a rod y reef 
known as Bajor; Horm kas and sank 
bo n a ter. stern first. 
Hormigas 
Island lies ab out two and a half miles 
to the eastward of Cape Palos 
The 
Sirlo was owned b y the Navigaxiene 
Itaoana of Genoa. 
Before he committed suicide the 
captain declared the steamer had 645 
passengers on b oard and that her 
crew numb ered 127 men. 
The Sirio 
had 570 passengers when leaving Ge­ 
noa, hut additional Spanish passen 
gers were taken on b oard at Barcelo­ 
na. where the vessel touched a few 
hours b efore the disaster. 
The disaster occurred at 5 o’clock 
Saturday 
afternoon. 
The 
steamer 
was 
threading 
a 
difficult 
passage 
through the Hormigas group, where 
the Bajos Hormigas reef is a continual 
menace to navigation. 
The vessel b e­ 
gan to settle rapidly immediately she 
had struck, and a terrib le .scene of 
confusion and panic ensued on b oard. 
-The fishermen along the coast sought 
to render every assistance in their 
power and 
sent 
out 
b oats, 
which 
b rought many survivors ashore. Most 
of the officers and crew of the Sirio 
are among the saved. 
The survivors 
have gone into camp on the main 
square of the town at Cape Palos. 
Here harrowing scenes are enacted as 
the stricken families anxiously seek 
b eloved memb ers among the rescued 
A mother who lost her three children 
went insane. 
The doctor of the Birin 
gave tip his wife and child as lost, b ut 
they were finally b rought in b y one 
of the res« uing b oats, and the scene 
as this family was reunited was most 
affecting 
One of the b oats sent out 
b y the flsherpten b rought in twenty - 
four passengers 
Tb e condition of the 
survivor« Is most deplorab le. 
They 
have lost every thing and are without 
money , food or clothing. 
The mari­ 
time authorities of Cartagena have 
dispatehed tugs to the scene carry ing 
relief supplies. 
The b uildings of a | 
cirrus aud the poorhouse are b eing 1 
used as temporary quarters for the ' 
survivors. 
An additional sadness is added to 
the catastrophe owing to the fact that 
a numb er of fishermen w ho were eon- 
ducting 
rescuing 
operations 
were 
drowned in consequence of the over­ 
turning of a b oat. Tin1 captain of the 
Sirio just b efore he killed himself at­ 
trib uted the wreck fo his own impru­ 
dence. 


The attempt* to do away with hang­ 
ing as a means of executing the death 
penalty in Mary land is b eing actively 
pushed. 
The 
Prisoners’ Aid society 
suggests electrocution as a sub stitute, 
hut medical experts are divided over 
the comparative humanity of death b y 
electricity or the noose. 
The most 
painless method, according to a unani­ 
mous medical opinion, would b e the 
injection of three grains of morphine 
into the b ig veins of the forearm. 
This finds many advocates 
The fatal 
dose would of course, b e prejiared b y 
a phy sician in attendance and adm in­ 
istered b y the sheriff, who now oper­ 
ates the drop at hangings. 
When the next legislature meets, the 
Prisoners’ Aid Society , b acked 
b y 
phy sicians, will urge the creation of 
a State commission, selected b y the 
governor, to investigate the most hu­ 
mane method of putting criminals to 
death and report if possib le, to the 
same general 
assemb ly in order to 
avoid the two y ear delay that would 
otherwise occnr.

Roosevelt’s pluralicty was 94.000. or 
ab out four times McKinley ’s plurality 
in 1900: five times McKinley ’s plural­ 
ity in 1896; thirteen times Cleveland's 
plurality in 1892. and forty times Har­ 
rison’s plurality in 1888. 
“But even if Mr Taggart were a 
resourceful organizer of political vic­ 
tory . the proceedings b egun against 
his hotel company b y the Indiana au­ 
thorities make his position as chair­

St. Petersb urg, Aug. 6.—The fate of 
the general strike which, although it 
has affected c lose to 70,00b men in 
St. Petersb urg, has met w’ith only 
slight response in other sections of 
Russia, prob ab ly will b e decided to­ 
day with an adverse expression of 
pub lic opinion. 
The lack of union 
among the leaders of the proletariat 
organizations is play ing against the 
success of the movement. 
The railroad men. upon the success 
of the entire movement depends, are 
» till wairking full time. 
The leaders 
of the railroad organizations are hesi­ 
tating ab out issuing a call for a tie-up. 
They fear b eing deserted and discred­ 
ited b y their materialistic followers, 
who are no more responsive to the 
avowed pretext of this strike, namely , 
sy mpathy with the mutineer* of Svea- 
b org. Cronstadt and Reval. than they 
were to the similar reasons given for 
the ab ortive strike of last Novemb er. 
The railroad men have b een intimi- 
;iated b y the recent making of strikes 
affecting communications 
penal 
of­ 
fenses. The law’ providing severe pun­ 
ishment was enacted with direct ref­ 
erence to genera! strikes. 
The council of workmen’s deputies 
which met secretly at Terioki, Fin­ 
land, continued its session until a 
late hour y esterday morning. 
The 
deputies were so incensed at the tim­ 
idity display ed b y the railroad men 
that they decided to resort if neces­ 
sary to the b lowing up of b ridges and 
the destruction of the roadb eds, etc.. 
to b ring the transportation service to 
a standsti^. 
Representatives of all 
the revolutionary parties and emis­ 
saries from Moscow. Kioff. Riga. Odes­ 
sa and other cities were present at the 
meeting. 
The telegraphers thus far 
have b een appealed to in vain. 
The first b reak in the ranks of the 
St. Petersb urg strikers occurred y es­ 
terday . when the printers decided to 
return to work. The employ es of sev­ 
eral streetcar lines and river ferries 
have resumed work.

Deck of Doomed Vessel Turned Into a 
Perfect Pandemonium. 
London. Aug. 6.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph de­ 
scribes the Sirio disaster as one of the 
worst on record. 
The Italian emi­ 
grants with knives In their hands and 
without regard for the women or chil­ 
dren, fought with the greatest bru­ 
tality for the possession of life-buoys 
and 
boats.

wounded, including several members 
of the crew who were attacked by 
emigrants. 
When the captain saw the vessel 
was lost and that the emigrants had 
captured the boat, he committed sui­ 
cide by shooting with a revolver.
